Dr. DuBridge beace-time bene- 
fits of atomic 
energy which may be available dur. 
ing the next few years has led 
many to believe that large-scale 
use of atomic power for industrial 
purposes is just around the cor- 
ner,” he said. “But there are many 
factors which will prevent early 
attainment of the production of 
nuclear power on a scale com- 
parable with our present national 
consumption of coal.” 


Principal Obstacles. 


A principal obstacle to the ulti- 
mate goal of atomic-powered life 
is the engineering problems in 
developing practical power plarits, 
he asserted. Another hindrance is 
the assumption that power needs 
of the world will multiply more 
rapidly than they can be filled by 
nuclear energy plants to the ex- 
tent that atomic energy can com- 
pete with coal, gas, or hydro-elec- 
tric plants in the immediate fu- 
ture. 

Another obstacle is the produc- 
tion of uranium, he said. “In 1940, 
only two uranium mine fields were 
being worked, and they will be 
exhausted in 30 years. No new 
fields have been discovered, to our 
knowledge, since then. The pro- 
duction of uranium is so small 
that the rare isotope, U-235, is not 
now abundant enough to supply 
large-scale power needs.” By con- 
suming U-235, however, plutonium 
may be produced from the more 
abundant U-238, but this is a dif- 
ficult and costly process, Dr. 
DuBridge said. 


Cost of Producing Energy. 

Although one ton of U-235 pro- 
duces energy equivalent to that 
produced by 3,000,000 tons of 
coal, the costs of separating U-235 
or producing plutonjum are so 
great that nuclear energy will be 
more expensive than power pro- 
duced from coal. Dr. DuBridge 
said 200 tons of U-235 would equal 
the energy derived from the an- 
nual coal production of the United 
States, 25 tons of. the fissionable | * 
material would provide the power; 
to produce all electric energy in 
the ‘nation and 70 tons of U-235 
would furnish energy equal to that 
produced by oil and gas. 

The most immediate uses of 
atomic energy are of great use in 
research in medicine, chemistry 
and physics, he said. Propulsion 
plants for large ships also will be 
constructed within the next dec- 
ade, he predicted. 

Dr. DuBridge, an assistant pro- 
fessor of physics at Washington 
University from 1928 to 1933, is the 
author of many scientific treatises 
and a member of advisory com- 
mittees to the Atomic Energy 
Commission, the Army, Navy and 
Air Forces.

Since the days when n horse racing was confined to country 


aun with die aquealing pigs ana prize corn, ic Ras developed into an 


expensive sport. 


They still call the running races 
the “sport of kings,” but harness 
racing is not exactly a game for 
poor men. 

In these days of illuminated 
tracks, such as Fairmount Park 
Raceway, it costs more than $1000 
to even get a trotter or pacer on 
the track. 

These harness horses need a, lot 
more equipment than do the run- 
ners and in these days of high 
prices it really runs into money. 


‘Let’s Start With $100 Items. 


For a starter, a good set of har- 


ness costs $100. Add to this the 
various gadgets which the trotters 
and pacers wear. Hopples, worn 
only by the pacers, cost $80. And 
it’s 310 each for a gaiting strap, 
head halter and shadow roll. El- 
bow boots run to $25, shin boots 
$20 and quarter boots $15. Toe 
weights and shields cost $4 each. 


That’s a pretty good start, but 
not all, not by a long shot. There 
is the jogging cart, which sets an 
owner back $165. The regular 
racing sulkys cost from $185 up. 
Driver’s colors run to at least $65, 
while a good ship cannot be pur- 
chased for less than $25. 

It would appear that this would 
be enough. But it’s not. There 
are some dozen blankets in the 
barn ‘for each horse. These cost 
about $20 each. They are used 
for breezing, cooling and every- 


thing else. In addition, there are 
the barn trunks, water buckets, 
sponges and bandages. a 

$75 for Chow and No Carrots. 

The feed bill for a single horse 
is estimated at $75 a week. 

And then there’s the help. Sev- 
eral of the larger stables now at 
Fairmount put out $1200 a week 
to pay the hired hands, 

According to Fairmount offi-

proposal for dealing with industry- 
wide strikes which imperil the na- 


tional health and safety was heard} of 


yesterday by the congressional la- 
bor-management relations watch- 
dog committee The proposal was 


that the courts be given authority, 
on the application of the Attorney 
General, to issue permanent in- 
junctions forbidding them. 

It came from Theodore.R. Iser- 
man, New York lawyer who rep- 
resents corporations in labor ne- 
gotiations, Last year he assisted 
Senator Ball (Rep.), Minnesota, in 
drafting a bill that would have 
authorized employers to organize 
back-to-work movements among 
their employes on strike and to 
fire those who refused to return 
to work on the employers’ terms. 
This bill was dropped for the 
more moderate Taft Hartley Act 
which the committee, under Sen- 
ator Ball as chairman, is now re- 
examining. 

Iserman was asked by Repre- 
sentative Landis (Rep.), Indiana, 
if he would favor any special pro- 
vision to strengthen the bargain- 
ing position of employes in those 
industries who would be perma- 
nently deprived of the strike 
weapon under a bill such as he 
(Iserman) . proposed yesterday. 
Iserman replied that he would 
not. 

“They can find jobs in other in- 
dustries if they don’t want to 
work under those conditions,” he 
said. 

Restriction on Bargaining. 

Iserman drew the distinction, 
overlooked by many of the wit- 
nesses who appeared before this 
committee, between industry-wide 
strikes and industry-wide bargain- 
ing. The two are not inseparable. 
He had his own remedy, too, for 
industry-wide bargaining. 

“In dealing only with industry- 
wide strikes,” he said, “we hack 
at the branches without going to 
the root of the trouble. Instead of 
forbidding the strikes, we should 
forbid the arrangements that give 
rise to them.” 

Iserman would permit a union 
representing General Motors em- 
ployes, for instance, to bargain 
with the corporation for all the 
union’s members. But the same 
union could not bargain with 
Ford, or Chrysler, or other com- 
ponents of the ind 

Whenever one union attempted 
to bargain with two or more em- 
ployers, under the Iserman pro- 
posal, it could not be certified by 
the National Labor Relations 
Board as an appropriate unit un- 
less it, contained fewer than 500 
members, employed within an area 
of 50 miles. 

Iserman, in his approach to the 
problem of industry-wide strikes, 
took the position that many 
unions dislike bargaining. He re- 
viewed the experience of the Na- 
tional War Labor Board, which 
was often called on to settle dis- 
putes after there had been only 
a perfunctory show of bargaining. 
After the war, he said, the great 
unions in the coal, steel, and auto- 
mobile industries put pressure on 
government agencies to set the 
pattern for wage increases. Even

As he saw it, RN of the

“The law should provide merely 
that when two great branches of 
our Government, the executive and 
judiciary, agree that a strike or a 
threatened strike imperils the na- 
tion, they may enjoin the strike. 
“I would enjoin them and stop 
right there. Going further and pro- 
viding special means of settling 
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“If the law were as I recom- 
mend, we could hope that Mr. 
Lewis, for example, would prefer 
to set his scales piecemeal by call- 
ing a strike he could continue, 
against a few employers, or those 
in one locality, ther than by 
calling one the Government could 
enjoin. 

“The railroad brotherhood would 
strike the New York Central, per- 
haps, or the Pennsylvania, or Mr. 
Young’s system, but not all of 
them at once.”

Monarch Would Assume Authority in Arab

HERE have been hints and portents before this, but it can now 
be stated on excellent authority that something of vital im- 
portance has happened here very recently.

This radical change in British 
policy makes possible (though by no means certain) both a settle-

Until this decision was taken, 
British Paléstine policy was made 
exclusively by British Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevin. The gen- 
eral British reaction to Bevin's 
policy was tecently summed up by 
one of Bevin’s staunchest sup- 
porters, who remarked: Every- 
one knows that Ernie’s making a 
proper muck of it, but everyone's 
a hundred per cent behind him.” 
. sy at this dis- 

ce almost eq applicable to 
President, Truman’s handling of 
American Palestine policy. At any 
rate, within the last couple of 
weeks the terrible risks involved 
in a bitter break between Britain 
and the United States on the Pal- 
estine issue have suddenly become 
clear here, as they seem to be 
becoming clear in the United 
Ste tes.

For this reason, the Bevin pol- 
fey of trying for a settlement on 
the lines of the now hopelessly 
unrealistie Morrison-Grady report 
as been quietly shelved.

And the decision has been taken 
to substitute, for the former Bevin 
policy, a policy of attempting to 
achieve agreement between Israel 
and King Abdullah.

If a settlement be- 
tween Israel and Trans-Jordan is 
reached, and if Trans-Jordan is 
recognized by the United States 
while Israel is recognized by Brit- 
ain, Abdullah could not be seri- 
ously challenged by his Arab 
rivals. 
Will America Support It. 

The great question here is 
whether real American support 
for this new British policy is in- 
deed possible. One weakness o 
the new policy is simply that it 
cannot be officially announced or 
publicly defended, since to do so 
would be to endanger the western 
position in other Arab states, and 
to play into the hands of Abdul- 
lah’s enemies. Moreover, it is 
feared here that anti-British feel-

British Influence Brought to Bear. | 
British influence has already 
been quietly brought to bear on 
Abdullah to this end. The Trans-

wholly dependent, will cease. 
Moreover, direct negotiations be- 
tween emissaries from Israel and 
‘Abdullah’s representatives are now 
in progress, and the British de- 
sire for an agreed settlement has 
been delicately communicated to 
Abdullah. 
No one here underestimates the 
obstacles which lie in the path of 
euch a settlement between Abdui- 
lah and Israel. If Abdullah agrees, 
the other Arab states, especiaily 
Iraq, Syria and Egypt, will howl 
blue murder. Attempts by the trig- 
germen of the discredited Mufti 
of Jerusalem to assassinate the 
Trans-Jordan king are not to be 
ruled out.

Other names mentioned for sec- 
ond place to Truman include those 
of Senator Alben Barkley of Ken- 
tucky, former majority leader of 
the Senate, and Representative 
Sam Rayburn. of Texas, former 
Speaker of the House, both tried 
and true party regulars, getting 
along in years, but still influen- 
tial in the not-too-solid South. 

It has been suggested that Pres- 
ident Truman might come up with 
a surprise in the person of Gen. 
George Catlett Marshall. But Mar- 
shall is serving as Secretary of 
State only because he is a good 
soldier and was drafted for the 
job in an emergency. He is tired 
of wars and politics and is eager 
to retire to long-deferred slippered 
easé at his home in Leesburg, Va. 


Eisenhower Stampede Unlikely. 


Another bright suggestion has 
been that President Truman might 
try to persuade Gen. Eisenhower 
to serve with him either as Vice 
President or as Secretary of State.

BRITISH LORDS DROP 
PRIVILEGE OF TRIAL 
BY JURY OF PEERS 


LONDON, June 8 (AP)—British 
lords gave up a 700-year-old privi- 
lege yesterday—the right to be 
tried only by a jury of their peers. 

They agreed to a clause in the 
new criminal justice bill which 
says lords will be tried by the 
same methods as other Britons if 
they commit a crime. 

“If that method is good enough 
for other people, it is good enough 
for us,” Lord Chancellor Viscount 
Jowitt said of the new law. 

Lords won the right.to be tried 
only by other peers in the Magna 
Carta on June 19, 1215. 

No peer has been tried by the 
House of Lords since 1935.

The Marshall Plan Cut 
“What the House proposes in reducing Marshall 
plan aid is to insure that its transient value 


Will never become permanent. 


It has left just about that part of the fund 
which will be required for relief—food, fuel, 
fiber, and fertilizer. 

It has cut out just about the amount that 
should be spent for reconstruction—increases in 


the produetion of coal, grain, livestock, electrici- 


ty, oll, erude steel, inland transport, and mer- 
chant fleets. 

The effect of the cut, if it is not reversed in 
the Senate, will de to help keep people from 
perishing, but not to help them rebuild to a 
point at which they can cease being dependent 
on the United States and become self-supporting. 

This country muffed a chance to help Europe 


‘rebuild through the United Nations Relief and 


Rehabilitation Administration. UNRRA supplied 
a very large amount of relief and a very small 
amount of rehabilitation. 

Another chance was missed in the World Bank 
for Reconstruction and Development. The bank 
has neither reconstructed nor developed where 
most needed. 

The Marshall aid plan is the third effort to 
assist Europe in getting back on its feet. Is it, 
too, to become a lost opportunity, because of 
the grotesque notions of economy promoted by 
Chairman Taber of the House Appropriations 
Committee, called the stingiest man in Wasn- 
ington”? 

It will not be economic reconstruction alone 
that will suffer if Marshall aid is emasculated. 
Political reconstruction will suffer as well. The 
strengthening of the French Government, the 
victory for democracy in the Italian elections, 
the formation of a five-nation Western Union of 
Europe, all are good results of Marshall aid, 
achieved even before the aid was forthcoming. 

These constructive developments will suffer if 
aid is cut below adequacy as the House pro- 
poses. The Communists’ hands will be strength- 
ened. The word of the United States Govern- 
ment will lose in faith and credit with the world. 
Congress has authorized the aid—other nations 
cannot understand why it does not appropriate 
it in full. So good and understanding a friend as 
England is puzzled by this gap between promise 
and performance. The British consider that Con- 
gress, in authorizing $5,300,000,000 for a year's 
aid, bound itself to appropriate it—and so it 
did, ethically if not legally. 

In the Marshall aid program, Congress has in- 
dulged more than it can afford in the business 
of now you see it, now you don't. To be effective, 
the United States must stand for what it stands 
for on a continuing basis, and not merely for 
one day’s voting in the House of Representa- 
tives. A sense of long-term responsibility on the 
part of Congress would not only do more for 
world peace and prosperity—it would also do 
more for real economy — than all the short- 
sighted savings in Mr. Taber’s philosophy. 
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Australia’s Generous Gesture 
The Commonwealth of Australia has made an 
international gift which stands out handsomely 
against the bickering and hatred which afflict 
so much of the world. The Commonwealth has 
offered free of charge $3,500,000 worth of raw 
wool to six nations on both sides of the “iron 


curtain,” and Poland already has received the. 


$800,000 worth which is its share. 

The recipients have only to agree that the 
wool will be used for relief purposes, that none 
will go for military uniforms, and that the peo- 
ple will be told of the origin of the gift and its 
purpose. If anything can make for mutual good 
feelings among nations and cancel out the ill 
will generated by clumsy diplomacy, this sort 
of freehanded giving must be it. 
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A Stone for Bread 


“A booby trap, a sorry mess, ill-befitting a 
great democracy.” This judgment on the Senate 
displaced persons bill by Earl G. Harrison, as 
chairman of the national citizens’ committee on 
the DPs, is hard, but no harder than that of 
many students of the legislation, including out- 
standing editors. 

Describing the same bill, the Washington Post 
says that to the world’s outcasts who asked for 
bread, the Senate has decided to give a stone.” 
The New York Times calls the measure passed by 
the Senate “a sorry job,” which throws aside 
“the high humanitarian principles of the origi- 
nal Stratton bill.” | 

The Stratton bill, which its sponsor, the Rep- 
resentative-at-large from Illinois, kept free from 
unfair restrictions, still sleeps in House com- 
mittee, many months after its introduction. The 
Revercomb-Wiley bill which has been passed by 
the Senate and is now before the lower chamber 
is chock full of conditions which make it un- 
worthy of the nation whose largest harbor pre- 
sents the Statue of Liberty, welcoming the op- 
pressed from other lands. 

The Senate bill would require 50 per cent of 
those admitted to be agricultural workers. This 
is a discrimination against many desirable per- 


sons who happen to have other skills, It requires. 


50 per cent to be nationals of the former Baltic 
countries (Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania). This 
puts other DPs at a serious disadvantage since 
only about one DP in five is a native of the Bal- 
tic area. Both of these provisions discriminate 
against Jewish DPs who are among the most 
miserable of these homeless unfortunates. 


Fortunately, Republican Representative Fel- : 


lows of Maine is sponsoring a substitute measure 
which would correct these flaws one by one. 
The Fellows bill would admit 200,000 DS and 
it would do so without the unfair limitations 
which cause Mr. Harrison to call the Senate bill 
a booby trap.

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Lucky ‘Counts But— 

The United States has 48 persons per square 
mile, in contrast with 700 per square mile in 
Belgium and 725 in England and Wales, accord- 
ing to a new estimate by Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Co. 

These figures show this country’s compara- 
tively high ability to supply itself with food and 
raw materials, but they give no cause for com- 
placency. Supplies of several strategic min- 
erals, such as copper, approach the vanishing 
point. By and large, the good agricultural land 
is overworked and underprotected, with the re- 
sult that fertility. steadily rung away in floods 
and in more subtle forms of erosion. Nutrition 
scientists warn that productive land per person 


. is already shrinking toward the danger point, 


and increasing population speeds up the shrink- 
age. The Metropolitan’s statisticians estimate 
that population density will be up to 62 per 
square mile by 1975. 

Ours is a great, powerful and fortunate na- 


tion, but one day it is going to have to stop de- 
pending on the sheer luck of continental abun- 
dance and low population density. It is going 
to have to put a really resolute push into the 
conservation of its resources or find that the 
luck has ria out.

For the time 
being, the new government is to be kept out of 
the field of foreign policy. International super- 
vision is to be maintained over the industrial 
Ruhr.

Already Dr. Paul 
Kastner, chairman of the Liberal Democratic 
party in the Russian zone, is crying: “Woe be- 
tide the Germans who help in the partitioning of 
our country.”

It 
is more distressing to find some Americans 
against the plan simply because they are afraid 
of such Russian propaganda.

Conditions probably would worsen, and there 
would be even more grist for the Red propaganda 
mills. 
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Good Use for $16, 000. 000 


Since most Aldermen have already committed 
themselves in principle to the $16,000,000 bond 
issue for slum clearance, the chances are that it 
will get on the November ballots. It is a hard- 
headed business proposition, quite apart from 
the obvious social advantages of clearing slums. 
Every year, the city’s. run-down neighborhoods 
eat four or five million dollars more in munici- 
pal services than they can pay for in taxes. This 
amounts, as Mayor Kaufmann puts it, to “a 
subsidy borne by the owners of other prop- 
erty.” : 

The bond issue is a necessary civic act to 
eliminate the filth, misery and rotten housing 
that load this dead weight on everything and 
everybody in the city.

The End of Eduard Benes? 


The story of Eduard Benes seems at its end. 
Old and sick, he can hardly hope to add another 
chapter. The fates may grant him the oppor- 
tunity, but who can count on it? His lifework 
seems undone. A story which began with a fan- 
fare of freedom’s bugles has become a threnody. 


There were doubts about Benes just as there 
were doubts about Masaryk after the Commu- 
nists took over in Czechoslovakia. Some insinu- 
ated that the two might havé been rather com- 
pliant. The Red cénsorship gave them little 
chance to dispel these misgivings. But Masaryk 
banished them by suicide. And now Benes has 
refused to sign the new Communist-written con- 
stitution of his country, and he has resigned its 
presidency. This is his protest, his sign to the 
world that he has kept the faith. 
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It is tragic that he should have had to con- 


firm his career in this way. His long preparation 
for Czechoslovak independence, his service under 
the elder Masaryk, his own turn in the presi- 
dency, the Munich tragedy, exile and return to 
Prague with new hopes for democraty—such a 
record of patriotism should not have needed this 
latest gesture of defiance. 

But Benes never had a really easy time of it. 
There were always difficulties, always compro- 
mises to be made. Perhaps he entered on some 
with too much optimism. Perhaps he made mis- 
takes. But most of the time he and his people 
certainly had to make their way alone. There 
was little enough help from the outside, but 
plenty of pressure. First there was the Haps- 
burg yoke, then Hitler’s, and then Stalin’s. To 
the man’s great honor, he yielded to little of 
the pressure, never really wore any of the yokes. 


So quite aside from how much or how little 
the future may hold, he already has given to his 
country and the world one very precious thing: 
a brave example,

I was in Athens then, There have been 
far more executions in Greece than in Red- 
dominated Iron Curtain countries—at least, 
so far as our reporters have been able to 
learn, 


As Rotten “8 Yugoslavia 


Why does the mission refuse to demand 
moderation and mercy? Why should a 
Greek Government, which depends for its 
existence on American cash and ald, be al- 


lowed to persist in methods of brutal re- 


pression? Why should a Greek Govern- 
ment, under American sponsorship, con- 


tinue to be at least as terroristic and ruth-. 


less as the Communist regimes in Yugosla- 
via, Bulgaria and elsewhere? 


In every Buropean. country average eltis 
Seng are asking these and similar questions. 


They judge American professions ef de- 
mocracy, justice through the eourts, subor- 
dination of police roles and freedom of the 
press by how we promote these things in 


the place nearest at hand. 


Greece is our baby now. President Tru- 
man insisted that the United States as- 
sume responsibility for Greece, without 
sharing controls with the United Nations 
or other governments. But Greece still has 
a police state. 


United States representatives make no 


move to curb mass executions. And an 
American reporter who dared to tell some 
of the ugly truth about our self-sought 
“mess in Greece” can be myrdered cold- 
bloddedly without sharp and decisive action. 
(FBI agents should have been sent to 
Greece within 48 hours after Polk’s body 
was found—not three weeks afterward.) 


Failure of Griswold Mission 


The Truman Administration asked for 
all this when it plunged, impetuously and 
unprepared, into the stinking political cess- 
pool of postwar Greece. 


If the United States has any job at all in 
Greece, it is to aid in creating a moderate, 
middle-ground government which the major- 
ity of Greéks have desired all along. The 
Griswold mission has failed dismally, Re- 
porters who tried to inform the American 
public of our failures or of the Greek Gov- 
ernment’s black record.have been “out of 
favor.” Griswold himself sharply criticized 
the New York Herald Tribune correspond- 
ent, Homer Bigart, by letter to his editors. 

Neither Bigart nor George Polk, nor oth- 
er Americans who have reported most 
courageously from Greece, could be accused 
of being “pro-Commhunist” or “Reds” of 
any variety. After some 20 years in the 
fraternity of American foreign correspond- 
ents, I can state with pride that, in over- 
whelming majority, I know these men to 
be devoted to democratic principles. Men 
of such caliber deserve the utmost support 
of Washington in their efforts to get the 
facts. 


Must More Reporters Die? 

This is another reason why the murder 
of George Polk cannot be treated as mere- 
ly an “unfortunate incident.” It is an out- 
right challenge to the White House, the 


State Department and Congress as to wheth- 
er Washington means what it professes 


about “free and untrammelled reporting.” 


It is ‘ equally a challenge to Washington's 
Greek policy and to the weak, hesitant and 
timid attitude of the mission in Greece. 
As Griswold’s successor, Ambassador Hen- 
ry F. Grady faces a most difficult uphill 
fight. Will Grady and the United States 
Government really fight for demacratic 
principles? Or will other murderers, in 
Greece, China and elsewhere, be encouraged 
to put Bullets through the heads of other

The most interesting single chapter con- 
cerns the Peace Ship” on which Ford 
sailed in 1916 for Europe, under the slogan, 
“Get the boys out of the trenches by 
Christmas.“ It was loaded with dignitaries, - 
sincere pacifists, crackpots and political 
sharpers.

Sward lays bare innumerable examples of 
Ford’s ruthlessness in business — prime 
among which was his hoodwinking the Le- 
land brothers.

Ford's 8 philosophy was dest ex- 
pressed in .a 1922 mandate to the Ford 
Company: “The vast majority of men want 
to stay put. They want to be led and have

So Paul Hoffman. comes to 
Washington. And he promptly 
finds that the rules under which 
he must try to work are utterly | 
and completely different from | 
anything that any industrialist 
ever faced. 


Hoffman is much too sensible to 
complain. Or if he does mutter, 
he keeps his complaints for his 
wife and his closest friends. But 
the point involved here is so im- 
portant that it seems to me Hoff- 
man’s position should be explored 
objectively.

Thus he had to make 'commit- 
ments, or go through the fiction 
of making commitments, well in 
advance of an undertaking that ) 
is shot full of intangibles and un- 
kowables. . 

It is just as though the board 
of directors of Studebaker had 
said to Hoffman, “We want you.to 
tell us what your production sche- 
dule is for the next 18 months. 
You must say how many convert- 
les, how many sedans and how 
many coupes you will make and 
how many will be yellow, green, 
blue and pink. You must tell us 
how much you will charge for 
— car and what the profit will 
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Obviously, no motor car presi- 
dent would think of giving final 
answers to such questions. Com- 
pared to the European recovery 
job, the motor car business is as 
simple as making mudpies in the 
back yard. 


Hams trung Talent. 


Now, after he has been on the 
job for two months, one faction 
of the board of directors tells the 
boss that the whole project is to 
be slashed by 25 per cent. This 
decree comes down from on high 
despite the fact that Hoffman and 
everyone élse familiar with the 
undertaking have said repeatedly 
that to cut it even a little below 
the $5,300,000,000 level would make 
recovery and rehabilitation impos- 
sible, 

The moral of all this is. obvious. 
It is of no avail to bring in an 
industrialist—even the ablest in- 
dustrialist—if he is to be ham- 
strung by confusion, uncertainty, 
doubt, snarls of red tape and the 
harassment of jealousy and sus- 
picion. 

There is another faction in the 
unwieldy board of directors that 
sits over Hoffman. The spokes- 
man for this faction in the Senate 
is Senator Vandenberg. This fac- 
tion must restore the cut in E. R. P. 
funds and they must see to it that 
Hoffman gets at least a little of 
the independence that goes with 
running a successful industry.

Queen said: “Through his verse 
he has contributed. not only to 
our literary heritage but has also 
given vivid expression to demo- 
cratic ideals and the need of de- 
fending them through clear think- 
ing, wise planning and courageous 
action. 

“For five years Mr. MacLeish 
was Librarian of Congress.

Sgt. John Beccard, Who Retires © 
as Policeman Next Month, Called 
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Walking History of Old St. Louis; 
' Recalls Highlights of His Career: 
By Clarissa Start eo Ad: 


WALKING history of old St. 

Louis will be retired from ac- 

tive circulation when“ Sgt. 
John Beccard, veteran of 42 years’ 
service with the Police Depart- 
ment, reaches his seventieth birth- 
day July 4. It is safe to say that 
Beccard (accent on the second’ 
syllable) won't be on the shelf 
completely since he is a constant 
and reliable gource of material an 
the good old days for Police De- 
partment and newspapermen 
alike, but he will be officially on 
retirement when his vacation ends 
July 16. 


Beccard’s memory goes back to 
the days when policemen wore 
helmets, patrol wagons were 
drawn by horses, and the “Bloody 
Third” district was a scene of 
crime and violence. It wasn’t the 
excitement that attracted Beccard 
to the police force, however, but 
thé lure of an outdoor job. ‘ 


“T was a clerk for the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad,” he recalled, as 


we sat in the quiet anteroom out- 


side the Record Department 
where he has had a desk job for 
the past 11 years, “and I didn’t 
like the monotonous grind of an 
indoor job. I wanted to work in 
So I joined the 
force May 12, 1906, | 

“My first assignment was in the 
Sixth District, at that time locat- 
ed on Ninth and Angelica. I 
walked a beat as far north as 
North Broadway and East Grand 
and east of Ninth to the river. 
The setup was entirely different 
then. There were no schools of 
instruction. You got your train- 
ing by going around with one of 
the older men—Sgt. Tom Court- 
ney was the one I trained with 
and by studying the manual back
